Library  hours  during  the 
summer  are  Monday  9 a.m.  to 
9 p.m.,  Tuesday  through  Sat- 
urday, 9 a.m.  to  b p.m. 

Cohasset  youngsters  are 
‘‘Putting  it  All  Together  with 
Summer  Reading"  in  the  chil- 
dren’s room  This  program 
encourages  children  to  read, 
ke.p  their  reading  skills  sharp 
over  the  summer,  ar.d  encour- 
ages personal  interests 
through  books.  Parents  sign 
reading  slips  confirming  that 
the  child  has  read  a book  at 
the  appropriate  reading  level. 

A certificate  of  accomplish- 
ment is  awarded  to  each  child 
who  reads  ten  books.  Also,  a 
•/‘puzzle  piece"  with  the 
child's  name  is  added  to  the 
giant  wall  puzzle  board  made 
by  Liz  Glasfcld  a volunteer. 
Children  who  read  20  bonks 
may  choose  a free  paperback, 
donated  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Cohasset  Library. 

The  children's  librarians 
have  observed  that  by  minimi- 
zing the  competition,  by  moti- 
vating reluctant  readers,  and 
by  offering  selection  advice 
and  encouragement,  the  sum- 
mer reading  incentive  pro- 
gram is  indeed  an  opportunity 
to  "put  it  all  together." 

A summertime  scries  of 
weekly  story  hours  will  take 
place  on  Friday  mornings  at 
10.  Aug.  3 through  31,  in  the 
children's  room.  Pre-school- 


ers between  the  ages  of  three- 
and-a  half  and  five  are  wel- 
come and  advance  registration 
is  not  necessary. 

Children  will  hear  stories 
attuned  to  summertime  fun. 
learn  fingerplays  and  songs, 
and  become  acquainted  with 
the  joy  of  books.  The  pro- 
grams last  about  45  minutes 
and  time  is  always  provided 
for  children  and  parents  to 
select  books,  records,  film- 
strips and  cassettes  to  enjoy  at 
home.
